LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP).—Rus- 
sian troops advanced nine to 12 
miles and captured more than 150 
populated places today in the 
Donets Basin, Moscow announced 
tonight, apparently confirming an 
earlier German broadcast that a 
Soviet grand offensive had started 
in the area. ? 

A special Russian communique, 
broadcast by the. Moscow radio, 
said in the drive across the North- 
ern Ukraine, Red Army forces 


moved westward arother nine to. 


12 miles and overran more than 
100 inhabited localities including 
the town of Putivl on the Belgorod- 
Sumy-Kiev railroad 28 miles east 
of Konotop. 

The advance on Smolensk 
pushed forward another two and 
a half to four miles and captured 
more than 100 populated places, 
the Russians said, while Soviet 
troops south of Bryansk took more 
than 50 localities in driving ahead 
four to six miles. 


German Announcement. 


The Moscow communique of the, 
new gains followed closely an an- 
mnouncement by the German radio 
that Red Army forces had 
launched a great offensive in the 
central Donets basin area early 
today. 

The Nazi broadcast failed to lo- 
cate more precisely the reported 
new drive. The Russians have been 
driving forward in this area for 
several days and yesterday an- 
nounced important gains, includ- 
ing the capture of the towns of 
Lisichansk, Voroshilovsk and 
Slavyanoserbsk. 

The German announcement said 
that “since the early hour of today 
the expected Russian attack in 
the central Donets has been in 
full swing. The Russians employed 
hundreds of hedvy artillery bat-

MELENDES CASE REOPENED 
TO JURY IN ALL ITS PHASES 


Judge Ruddy Instructs Body to Call Patholo- 
gists Who Asserted Medical Reports 
Were Misinterpreted. | 


All phases of the notorious Me- 

lendes case were thrown open for 
renewal investigation by the June 
term grand jury today when Cir- 
cuit Judge Edward M. Ruddy in- 
structed the jurors to call before 
them pathologists who have as- 
serted that medical reports on the 
Mexican waiter’s death were mis- 
interpreted by the jury during its 
first inquiry. : 
Calling attention to letters and 
statements in the press, indicating 
the meaning of some reports may 
have been misunderstood, Judge 
Ruddy said, “This court feels your 
body should investigate throughly 
the opinions expressed in these 
statements and letters. If you 
deem it necessary to further in- 
vestigate other phases of the case, 
the Court advises you that you are 
at liberty to do so.” 

This grand jury, now starting 
the seventh investigation of the 


death of Edward Melendes, who 
died July 27, 1942, in a cell at Po- 
lice Headquarters, after a savage 
beating, returned a report last 
Aug. 2 saying it could find no 
evidence that a crime had been 
committed. 
Refers to Weil Statement. 

In his instructions this after- 
noon, Judge Ruddy referred spe- 
cifically to the possibility that a 
statement of Dr. Arthur Weil, 
neuropathologist of Northwestern 
University, had been misinterpret- 
ed, and that attention had been 
called to that misinterpretation by 
pathologists here. 

“By calling these statements 
and letters to your attention,” 
Judge Ruddy said, “the Court does 
not want your body to feel that 
this Court subscribes to the views 
appearing therein, but this Court, 
out of an abundance of caution,

ARNOLD’S ARRIVAL IN LONDON 
STIRS TALK OF BLOW IN WEST 


LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP). — Ar- 
rival in London of Gen, Henry H. 
Arnold, chief of the United States 
Army Air Forces, a few hours be- 


fore Allied troops landed on the 
Italian mainland today heightened 
speculation that he was here to 
effect a further co-ordination of 
ground and air forces for an an- 
ticipated invasion of the continent 
from the British Isles, 

Arnold was accompanied by 
Maj. Gen. William C. Lee, ‘com- 
mander of an air-borne division, 
who is credited with the develop- 
ment of American parachute troops. 

Whether or not an invasion of 
Western Europe in the immediate 
future is in the cards, it was be- 
lieved certain that air activity 
would be intensified to an even 
greater scale than the present al- 
most daily softening-up attacks on 
Germany’s war plants, communica- 
tion lines, harbors and air fields. 


F.D.R., CHURCHILL. 
MISS, FLASH’ ON 
INVASION OF ITALY 


They Wait Until 1 A. M. 
for It, Then Go to Bed 
—Continue War Talks 
Today. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill followed closely 
today the progress of the Alligd in- 


vasion of Italy’s mainland with the 
aid of official communiques from 
the new battle zone, 

The two were up until 1 o’clock 
this morning waiting for a flash 
notifying them officially that 
troops had landed in Italy proper, 
but they retired before it came. 

(The Associated Press carried 
the flash at 1:19 a. m. Washington 
time.) 

Their war conferences continued 
today, but each scheduled some 
separate engagements. 

Emphasizing the attention the 
President and Prime Minister 
have given the Danish _ revolt 
against Nazi oppressors, Roosevelt 
had an engagement with the Dan- 
ish Minister, Henrik de Kauff- 
mann. 

Churchill’s engagements were 
more numerous. The list included 
Brendan Bracken, British Minister 
of Information, and Bernard

War Mobilization, in the forenoon; 
Lt. Gen. Brehon B. Somervell, 
chief of the United States Army 
Service Forces, at noon, and Ad- 
miral Ernest J. King, commander 
in chief of the American fleet, half 
an hour later.

Algiers French Vote to Bring Petain 
And His Government to Justice 


ALGIERS, Sept. 3 (AP).—The 
French Committee of National 
Liberation, meeting under the 
presidency of Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle, approved today a sweeping 
indictment against Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain and other mem- 
bers of his Vichy Government and 
voted to bring them to justice “as 
soon as circumstances permit.” 


The committee guaranteed to 
“assure as soon ag circumstances 
permit an action of justice in re- 
gard to Marshal Petain and those 
participating in the pseudo gov- 
ernment formed by him which 
capitulated, struck at the consti- 
tution, collaborated with the 
enemy, delivered French workers 
to the Germans and made French 


‘iforces fight against the Allies or 


against the French who continued 
the struggle.” 


Acting with more assurance 
since their recognition by the Al- 
lied governments as representing 
the French colonies which recog- 
nize their authority, the members 
of the committee announced they 
would soon fix conditions under 
which the Provisional French As- 
sembly, which is to establish a 
government in France, will oper- 
ate. 

The committee also voted com- 
plete military or civil mobilization 
of all French citizens or subjects 
throughout the empire or in for- 
eign countries to speed up the or- 
ganization of the French Army, 
Navy and Air Force and bring 
about closer co-ordination with 
resistance inside France,

TERS IN SICILY, Sept. 3. — 
British and Canadian troops swept 
across Messina strait before dawn 
today and scrambled ashore on 
the Italian mainland, quickly es- 
tablishing the first Allied foothold 
in Europe proper. 

Before daybreak on the fourth 
anniversary of the outbreak of the 
war, crowded invasion barges, 
troop landing craft and amphib- 
ious jeeps crept away from the 
Sicilian shore under. cover of a 

artillery barrage and con- 
verged on the beaches. 

As the barrage @ifted from the 
beaches the men leaped ashore. 

Artillery firing from Sicily, Al- 
lied bombers and guns of the Navy 
co-operated in giving the toe of 
Italy a terrific pounding before 
the invasion commenced, 

Such was the accuracy of our 
artillery firing across the strait 
that some enemy gun positions on 
the opposite shore were knocked 
out before the first troops landed. 

The pre-invasion darkness was 
dissipated by the flashes of hun- 
dreds of our guns pouring a steady 
stream of high explosives on the 
beaches and the enemy positions 
farther inland. 

The first troops soon were scram- 
bling ashore and our first foothold 
in Europe had been established. 


R. A. F. EYEWITNESS 
VIEW OF INVASION 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 3 (AP).— 
A few fires on hills inland were 
the only signs of activity on the 
Calabrian coast when a great fleet 
of invasion craft carrying the 
British and Canadian invasion 
force approached the landing area 
on the Italian mainland.

LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP).—In the 
heart of London on the square 
where American military headquar- 
ters ig situated, United States sol- 


diers, sailors, marines and Wacs 
joined the British today in observ- 
ing their national day of prayer 
with a promise that the beachhead 
established in Southern Italy would 
be extended for the liberation of all 
subjugated Europe. 

In a message on this, the fourth 
anniversary of Britain's entry into 
the war, Lt. Gen. Jacob L. Devers, 
American commander in the Euro- 
pean theater, asserted: 

“Our prayers today are linked 
with action. . . . This is the first 
of the bridgeheads which in the 


fifth year of war, with God’s help, 
we will establish and breach the 
Fortress of Europe on Land, even 
as it already has been breached 
from the air. 
*“TIts annihilation is certain. Dur- 
ing the fifth year of their suffer- 
ing the peoples of the occupied lands 
may hopefully turn their eyes to- 
ward deliverance.” 

Gen. Devers’ message was read 


“by his Chief of Staff, Maj. Gen. 


Idwal Edwards. The absence of 
Gen. Devers and V. Adm. Lord 
Louis Mountbatten, new Allied 
commander in Southeast Asia, from 
the ceremonies presumably was 
due to the urgency of military busi- 
ness. Both had been scheduled to

Attack Opposite Messina. 


The landings were made opposite 
Messina in the vicinity of Reggio 
Calabria, mainland ferry port 
which has been attacked by air 
almost daily for several months. 
The strait there is seven miles 
wide, and northward it narrows 
down to about two miles. 

Thus once again Adolf Hitler’s 
legions, which had boasted they 
held the continent secure, were be- 
ing engaged on the European main- 
land. 

The seasoned warriors of Gen. 
Montgomery’s army, under the 
overall command of Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, stormed across the 
choppy straits in close-packed little 
boats in the darkness before dawn 
under a screaming canopy of steel 
thrown by land batteries and a sea 
force of cruisers, destroyers, monl- 
tors and gunboats. 

As Allied artillery in Sicily and 
warships bombarded enemy gun 
positions, overhead flew formations 
of hundreds of planes which 
smashed a path through the beach 
defenses and scrambled the ene- 
my’s network of communications 
throughout the toe of the Italian 
boot.

The first of the British and Ca- 
nadians set foot on the Calabrian 
coast at 4:30 a. m. (9:30 p, m. 
Thursday, St. Louis time).

“We saw hundreds of craft dart- 
ing to and fro unmolested in the 
strait.” 

The landing came after two 
weeks of intense air bombardment 
of Southern Italy, attacks that al- 
most without exception were aimed 
at railway and other communica- 
tion facilities to disrupt enemy 
troop and supply movements. 
frequent occasions, too, Allied war- 
ships steamed up to the coasts 
for inshore bombardments. 

Fierce German opposition was 
expected on the mainland. 

Shells hurled from Sicily by Al- 
lied artillery in the early stages of 
the landing were said to have si- 
lenced several enemy guns even 
before the first assault craft 
neared shore. — 

Preceded by Commando Raids. 

The invasion was preceded by 
two or more Commando raids on 
the mainland, made to prove the 
enemy defenses and to disrupt 
communications. These were “hit 
and run” attacks and most of the 
participants, despite what Axis 
broadcasts said, returned to 
Sicily. 

(The Germans, last Tuesday, re- 
ported about 400 British troops 
landed near Reggio Calabria and 
all were wiped out except about 
30 men who escaped into the hills.) 

The opposition was found light, 
but this was no guarantee the 
main force now ashore would 
not run into strong German forces 
in the rugged, tree-covered ter- 
rain. 


The enemy apparently. knew the 
big attack was coming, for yester- 
day German and some Italian 
planes made several attacks on 
points along the Sicilian side of the 
Straits, including Augusta. They 
lost at least four planes in these 
attacks. 

17 Days After Sicily’s Fall. 

The invasion, the first strong Al- 
lied land attack on the European 
mainland since the Dieppe raid in 
A 1942, came 17 days after 
the fall of Sicily in a campaign 
that lasted 38 days.

Within that pe- 
riod, British and American war 
planners — topped by President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister

"The first blow from land was 
struck at the mainland at 11:33 a. 
m., Aug. 16, when a 155-millimeter 
“Long Tom” of the United States 
Seventh Army Artillery fired the 
first shell from a vineyard in the 
Sicilian hills. 

Even before the close of the vic- 
torious Sicilian campaign, the 
hard-hitting Canadians were with- 
drawn from the front and it was 
understood they were drilling fora 
new assignment. Today's attack 
presumably was “it.” 

As they did in the Sicilian cam- 
paign for the first. time, the Cana- 
dians teamed up with units of Gen. 
Montgomery’s Eighth Army, tough- 
ened and battle-scarred from their 
long series of triumphs over the

PATTON’S, CLARK’S 
ARMIES IN RESERVE

LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP).—British 
and Canadian forces led off the 
invasion of Europe today while 
eager Americans, tried and proved 
in the swift conquest of Sicily, 
were poised for their chance of 
joining the campaign to enforce 
unconditional surrender terms on 
shattered Italy. 

On the fourth anniversary of 
Britain’s entry into the war, the 
troops of the famous Eighth Army, 
some of whieh had driven 2000 
miles from El Alamein to Sicily 
since last October, hustled across 
the narrow straits of Messina to 
force the first breach in the Axis 
continental fortress. 

Standing behind Gen. Sir Ber- 
nard Il. Montgomery’s veterans 
were the highly mechanized, heav- 
ily-gunnead forces of Lt. Gen. 
George 8S. Patton Jr. which had 
swept through two-thirds of Sicily 
in a record campaign to clear the 
way for the invasion of Italy. 

Somewhere in the Mediterranean 
another powerful American force 
—Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark’s Fifth 
Army, which under cover of milt- 
tary discretion has been training 
intensively in North Africa since 
last January—awaited battle or- 
ders. 

May Join Montgomery. 

Observers in London, though 
naturally without official informa- 
tion, would not be surprised if 
some of these forces joined Mont- 
gomery’s men on the Italian main- 
land before another dawn. 

Noting the absence of Patton's 
hard-driving forces from the initial 
landing, observers did not over- 
look the possibility that subse- 
quent landing# might be made 
elsewhere in Italy. 

The London Star speculated that 
the United States Seventh Army 
had been “assigned a very impor- 
tant task.” ; 

Writing in the Star, Gen. Sir 
Robert Gordon-Finlayson said: 
“We can be quite sure that the 
Seventh United States Army...

possible. 

The German strength—probably 
about 13 divisions—is reported to 
be largely north of Rome, but 
about half of the strength of the 
three Nazi divisions which fought 
in Sicily escaped to the mainland 
to join two or three others then 
stationed south of Naples. 

It is not known here how much 
of this force was moved north, but 
it is believed certain the Germans 
left plenty of men behind to make 
extensive demolitions and fight a 
delaying action of the type which 
made the last stage of the Sicilian 
conquest a slow business.

TO WELCOME INVADERS AS 
‘GARIBALDI WAS WELCOMED 


LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP). 

HE United Nations radio at 

Algiers broadcast a special 

appeal to the Italian people 
today, asking them to welcome 
the Allied forces landing in 
Southern Italy “as liberators in 
the same fashion their forefa- 
thers welcomed Garibaldi.” 

“Italians, on the threshold of 
this fifth year of war, the forces 
of the United Nationg are fil- 
tering into the so-called Euro- 
pean fortress,” said a spokes- 
man in Italian. “Italians, re- 
member the words of Mr.

A joint United States and Brit- 
ish communique said four enemy 
aircraft were destroyed while one 
medium bomber, a light bomber 
and two of the Allied fighters 
failed to return. 

Serqueux, Mazingarbe, Denain 
and Mardyck all are in the Dieppe- 
Calais-Dunkerque area, just across 
the British Channel. 

In a tree-top attack on Holland,

Italian headquarters was more 
frank, admitting that the Allies 
had launched operations “on «a 
vast scale.” 

“The enemy’s invasion is now 
in full swing,” said a Rome broad- 
cast. “The enemy has set foot 
on the Italian mainland and is tak- 
ing full advantage of material su- 
periority.” 

Capt. Ludwig Sertorius, military 
commentator of the German news 
agency, DNB, noting that so far 
only British and Canadian forces 
were involved, told the Germans 
that “it is to be expected that the 
Americans will not remain idle in 
Sicily for long” and that other 
landings were likely, “possibly in 
an adjacent sector.” . 

He estimated the Allied strength 
in Sicily at 16 divisions, of which

The meeting, attended by presi- 
dents of seven other coal dealers’ 
associations, followed recently re- 
vived efforts to effect a wartime 
modification of the smoke elimina- 
tion ordinance. Horen, in his 
statement, took a stand vigorous- 
ly opposing any change in the or- 
dinance. 

“We are not here to argue about 
the wisdom of maintaining the 
St. Louis smoke ordinance,” he de- 
-clared. “We are married to that 
ordinance and this is one hell of 
a time to seek a divorce, even 
should we desire it—which we do 
not.” 2 

Horen, head of the Triangle Fuel 
Co., represents through his asso- 
ciation, a number of smaller deal- 
ers who handle about 20 per cent 
of the coal sold here. 


“A survey of our association,” 
he said, “indicates that over 80 
per cent of them do not believe 
that it would be wise to attempt 
to change our coal sources during 
a time of critical shortages in all 
coal fields. Apparently, almost as 
much smokeless fuel has been re- 
. ceived in St. Louis the past six 
months as was received in a like 
period a year ago. The retail coal 
man of August, 1943, cites figures 
that show that if the miners will 
stay on their jobs the balance of 
the year, our country will have 
just about enough coal for the 
health and comfort of our people 
and the wheels of the wartime in- 


dustry. 
Priority Order Cited.

A committee spokesman sald the 
committee wants to make sure 
that the War Department took 
speedy action following the crash, 
“so that there need be no further 
futile loss of lives.” 

“We're still interested in that 
glider catastrophe,” he said, “and 
you can be sure we'll stay inter- 
ested until negligence and faulty 
inspection systems are wholly 
eliminated.” 

The St. Louis office of the War 
Frauds unit of the Department of 
Justice also is conducting a de- 
tailed inquiry into the crash, and 
is expected to report back to the 
Washington office within the next 
few weeks. If it is found that in- 
ferior materials were used in the 
construction of the fatal glider, or 
that the Government had been 
cheated in any way in connection 
with the glider contracts and sub- 
contracts, the case will be present- 
ed to the grand jury. 

Mayor William Dee Becker and 
nine other men lost their lives in 
the accident, the worst air catas- 
trophe in the city’s history. The 
blame was laid on a defective right 
wing strut end fitting, assembled 
on the glider as the result, it was 
found, of an inadequate inspection 
system.

BILL IS SUBMITTED, 
BACKED BY MAYOR 


Kaufmann Also Urges Al- 
dermen to Act at Once 
on Cigarette Tax, Con- 
tinued Tolls. 

Bills to repeal the secret dating 


code section of the amended milk 
ordinance, to re-enact the 2-cent-a- 


_package municipal cigarette tax 


and to continue the toll charge for 
vehicles using MacArthur Bridge 
were introduced at a special 20- 
minute session af the Board of 
Aldermen at noon today. 

The action followed quickly after 
Mayor Aloys .P. Kaufmann, who 
had called the meeting, appeared 
before the board and emphatically 
urged immediate action on the 
three proposals. It was the first 
appearance of Mayor Kaufmann be- 
fore the board since he became 
Mayor following the death of 
Mayor William Dee Becker in the 
Aug. 1 glider disaster. 

Mayor Warmly Greeted. 
The Mayor was greeted warmly 
by the Aldermen when he en- 
tered the board room accompanied 
by his secretary, Charles J. Riley 
and hig administrative assistant, 
Charles Hertenstein. He read his 
address in a strong emphatic 
voice, and at the conclusion of the 
prepared statement said, “When 
you gentlemen adjourn today I 
would appreciate it if you would 
convene in my office for an in- 
formal discussion of these mat- 
ters.” 

The bill to repeal the recently 
enacted secret dating code section 
was introduced by Alderman Louis 
Lange of the Fifteenth Ward, chair- 
man of the Public Welfare Com- 
mittee and an employe of the Peve- 
ly Dairy Co. The measure would 
re-establish the former system of 
printing pasteurization dates on 
milk bottle caps. It was Lange who 
introduced the secret coding pro- 
cedure that swiftly aroused a storm 
of public disapproval. 
The milk bill included an 
emergency clause, making it ef- 
fective immediately upon signing 
by the Mayor. Final passage is 
expected next Tuesday. 

_Two Revenue Bills. 
The other two measures were 
proposed by Alderman Charles E. 
Albanese of the Thirteenth Ward, 
Republican floor leader. Re-en- 
actment of the cigarette tax, re- 
cently urged by Comptroller Louis 
Nolte, is expected to produce about

Wallach Says He Will File Charges 
Against Judge Rott, Corneli Again 


Notified by McKittrick That Affidavits Are 
Being Sent for Criminal Prosecu- 
tion in Fund Cases. 


Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach of St. Louis County an- 
nounced today that he would re- 
file charges of technical  embezzle- 
ment of school loan and toll bridge 
construction funds against Associ- 
ate Judge Henry W. J. Rott. and 
former Presiding Judge Clifford 
Corneli of the St. Louis County 
Court. 

Wallach said he received a letter 
today from the office of Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick, stating 
that “necessary affidavits and com- 
plaints” for criminal prosecution 
of Rott and Cornell would be sent 
to the county prosecutor for filing. 
Wallach said that his office and 
that of McKittrick would act joint- 
ly in the prosecution. 

Wallach added that he was not 
acquainted at present with the evi- 
dence on which a criminal prose- 
cution would be based, explaining 
that his office was “barred” from 
the investigation, which resulted 
last January in the indictment of 
Rott, Corneli and the late Judge 
Henry L. Mueller, who was Presid- 
ing Judge of the County Court un- 
til his death Aug. 1 in the glider

Indictments Quashed. 

The indictments against the two 
county officials and the former of- 
ficial were quashed last June 21 
by Circuit Judges John A. Witt- 
haus and Amandus Brackman, 
who sustained a plea in abate- 
ment, brought-in behalf of the de- 
fendants. 

In a@ memorandum accompany- 
ing thar decision, Judges Witt- 
haus and Brackman asserted that 
former Circuit Judge Peter T.

Wallach went on: “I have no way 
of knowing upon what new and ad- 
ditional evidence, if any, the 1942 
grand jury found its indictments. 
I was barred from the investiga- 
tion, and the entire proceedings 
were handled by the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office.” 


The Prosecuting Attorney said he 
conferred recently with McKit- 
trick’s office relative to reopening 
the case, and that the letter he re- 
ceived this morning gave notifica- 
tion fhat the Attorney General had 
decided to prosecute, 


One indictment charged the de- 
fendants with making an improper 
loan of $30,000 in school funds to 
Mr, and Mrs, Eugen, Thumm for 
developing a sub-division. The in- 
dictment charged that th: property 
they put up as collateral for the 
loan was not valued at twice the 
amount of the loan, as required by 
law.

signed because of what he termed 
“interference, obstruction, delay 
and unintelligent dictation” by 
State Department officials, it was 
disclosed today. 

“I am unwiling longer to beat 
my head against this wall of in- 
competence and interference,” said 
the letter of resignation, sub- 
mitted to Rockefeller by James D. 
Lecron, director of the co-ordl- 
nator’s food supply division . 


The incident pointed up signs of 
discontent in various Government 
agencies over State Department 
control of foreign economic activi- 
ties, 

Authority to “unify” the foreign 
economics operations of all Gov- 
ernment agencies in so far as they 
affect phases of foreign policy was 
given to Secretary of State Hull 
in a presidential directive last 
June 4%. 

In submitting his resignation in 
a letter made public today, Lecron 
told Rockefeller that he wished to 
be relieved of his duties “at the 
cery earliest date that is con- 
venient to you” because of “inter- ~ 
ference, obstruction, delay and un- 
intelligent dictation on the part of 
certain officials of the State De- 
partment, particularly thése in the 
Division of Economic Operations 
which have been given primary au- 
thority by the State Department to 
control our operations.” 

Lecron said his food supply di- 
vision, which is charged with in- 
creasing food production in Latin 
America, was hampered by “ham- 
stringing tactics” of State Depart- 
ment officials. 

He asserted that the interfer- 
ence he charged was not new, but

The State Department had no 
immediate comment.

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ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST ‘PACIFIC, 
Sept. 3 (AP)—The Allied Cam- 
paign’ for Northeastern New Guinea 
appears, for the moment at least, 
to have knocked out the Japanese 
air force from besieged Salamaua 
all the 550 miles northwest to the 
Dutch New Guinea border, 

In earlier stages of the Allied 
drive on Salamaua, Japanese 
planes raided forward mountain 
positions, ranged far to strike 
across the Owen Stanley Moun- 
tains at Port Moresby and down 
the coast from Salamaua in the 
region of Buna, 

Today’s Allied communique, re- 
porting the wiping out of Japanese 
Army headquarters, warehouses, 
fuel and amunition stores in and 
around Madang, said the raiding 
Liberators and Mitchells found 
only one grounded enemy plane 
among targets for their more than 
206 tons of bombs. Escorting 
Lightnings did not encounter an 
interceptor. 

Lae Hit Without Opposition. 
2 ‘The Salamaua airdrome, now 


within rifle range of Allied jungle 
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fighters, is unserviceable to the 
enemy. Fifteen miles above it at 
Lae, site of another, Japanese air- 
drome, today’s communique report- 
ed a 23-ton bombing raid without 
mention of air opposition. 

Roughly 100 miles above Lae and 
Salamaua there is an airdrome at 
Alexishafen. There ‘Tuesday's 
raiders spotted the one plane and 
destroyed it. 

One formation of Mitchel] me- 
dium bombers was credited with 
destroying 14 barges out of a large 
concentration around Alexishafen. 
One B-25 piloted by First Lt. Max 
Mortenson, Champaign, Ill, de 
stroyed five of the craft. 

Three hundred and fifty miles 
above Salamaua, there are at least 
four airdromes around Wewak. 
Since Aug. 17, mere than 3860 
enemy planes have been wiped out 
there in a series of raids. In the 
last raid Monday, not a Japanese 
plane was in the air and Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s headquarters 
disclosed the enemy had pulled 
back his reinforcement base 200 
miles to Hollandia, Dutch New 


Guinea. 

Japanese Strafed. 
Encountering only antiaircraft 
opposition, Tuesday’s raiderg in 
the Madang area skimmed the 
trees’ to pour 90,000 rounds of 
machine gun and cannon fire into 
the bewildered Japanese. The at- 
tackers started 50 fires, some send- 
ing up flames for 1500 feet.

Record Toll of Jap Planes. 

A Southwest Pacific headquar- 
ters’ summary of air activities in 
August disclosed today that Allied 
planes during that month took the 
largest toll of enemy aircraft yet 
reported. The report listed the de- 
struction of 584 Japanese planes 
and the probable annihilation of 33 
more and the damaging of 31. 

Allied losses for the period were 
listed at 145 planes, two-thirds of 
them bombers. 7 

A record number of Japanese 
planes—272—were destroyed on the 
ground, The 312 destroyed in the 
air was considerably less than dur- 
ing July when 421 were shot down. 

Most of the planes destroyed on 
the ground were not identified as 
to type. Of the August toll, 67 
were identified as bombers and 
255 as fighters. 

August also saw the longest 
bombing mission yet undertaken in 
this theater—a 2600-mile flight to 
Balikpapan in Borneo, repeated 
three times during the month. 

Supply and troop-carrying barges 
represented the greatest field of 
shipping losses for the enemy dur- 
ing the month. More than 500 
of these small craft were de 
étroyed, and many more were dam- 
aged. 

The Allies also sank a Japanese 
cruiser, two destroyers, two 
tenders, 10 merchant ships 
and tankers. They probably 
sank two destroyers and one mer- 
chant ship, and they damaged a 
cruiser, six destroyers, two tank- 
ers and 18 transports and tankers. 

Against these, the Allies had only 
one announced loss—a ship sunk 
off Northern Australia.

Head of U. S. Chamber ‘of 


Commerce Gives Views) 


After Three-Week Visit 
in England. 


By CHARLES G. ROSS

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Eric 
A. Johnston, president of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, has returned from a three- 
week visit in England more than 
ever convinced of the necessity of 
immediate planning for the post- 
war world. 

Johnston told yesterday, at a 
press conference, of his conclu- 
sions from a series of talks with 
British governmental, military, la- 
bor and industrial leaders. 

The countries bordering the At- 
lantic, he paid, should begin now, 
while the “cohesive forces of war” 


are still at work, to devise means 
of cosoperating after the war. He 
suggested that joint conferences 
should be held by business groups 
of these nations, and that after 
‘the sessions had got under way, 
spokesmen of labor and agriculture 
should be brought in. 

“All these countries,” he ex- 
plained, “believe in varying de- 
gree in the free-enterprise system. 
If their representatives can agree, 
then an effort should be made to 
work with Russia, which should be 
brought into the picture.” 

British-U. 8. Difference. 

Johnston spoke frankly of one 
difficulty in the way of “team 
play” with Great Britain. He 
found, he said, that the average 
British business man liked the car- 
tel system, with a guaranteed prof- 
it, whereas the business thought of 
the United States favored competi- 
tion. 

This difference seemed to him 
to represent a fundamental dif- 
ference in the psychology of the 
two peoples. The British were 
more interested in security, we in 
opportunity. He had noticed a 
trend in Great Britain toward 
more and more governmental con- 
trols, as against a trend in the 
United States toward a minimum 
of controls. 

Unemployment Main Problem. 

He and Harold Laski, the Brit- 
ish economist and a leader of the 
leftist group in the Labor party, 
agreed, he said on one thing—that 
the great postwar problem would 
be mass unemployment. 

“But he wanted to solve the 
problem by socialism,” added John- 
ston, “and I by free enterprise.” 

Johnston said the Britjsh busi- 
ness leaders wanted to remove the 
“and loss” from the “profit and 
loss” system. Hence their ad- 
vovacy of fixed priced and alloca- 
tion of markets and the rest of 
the cartel system. 

“They would like America to 
join them in dividing up the 
world’s markets,” he said. “It 
wouldn’t work, and I told them so.” 

British Social Security View. 

Johnston was asked how the 
British people in general differed 
from the American on “social se- 
curity.” 

“The large majority of people 
here,” he replied, “want to work 
in private industry. The large ma- 
jority there won’t care much for 
whom they work, whether’ the 
; Government or a private employ- 
er. :

Much could be done after the 
war to stimulate the development

Loans abroad should 
preferably be private loans, and 
supporting them must be “po- 
litical security.” Without political 
security, the hopes of curing the 
economic ills of the world would 
fade, and the time to start plan- 
ning for that security, said Johns- 
ton, was not after the war, but 
now.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP).— 
Aircraft output in August climbed 
to 7700 planes, according to pre- 
liminary estimates, and War Pro- 
duction Board officials said yester- 
day this month’s production might 
reach 8000. 

The August figures, subject to 
revision when final reports are in, 
exceeded the July output by 327. 

Although the August deliveries 
to the armed forces were about 


as far behind schedule as the July 


—12 per cent—officials said the 
rate of climb was close to expec- 
tations. 

More important, said an official, 
was the fact that “we got the 
planes we wanted.” Such bad spots 
as developed in August were in 
types of planes not rated as crit- 
iéally needed, he said.

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OPA LOOKS FOR 
PRIGE DECLINE 10 
SEPT., 1942, LEVEL 


Deputy Administrator 
Says Measures Now Op- 
erative Will Eliminate 


Half of Rise. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion expects the cost of living to 


be rolled back soon to September, 
1942, levels. 

“Measures already in operation 
will eliminate well over half of the 
rise in the cost of living,” Deputy 
OPA Administrator Chester Bowles 
told Representative Sabath (Dem.), 
Illinois, in a letter made public 
today. 

Bowles added that “the food sta- 
bilization program, the details of 
which are now being worked out, 
will, we believe, complete the job. 
Once that objective has been ac- 
complished, our policy will be to 
maintain the cost of living at that 
level for the duration.” 

The letter answered a request 

by the chairman of the House 
Rules Committee that “immediate 
steps be taken to relieve the con- 
suming public, especially the 20 
millions of white collar workers 
whose wages have not been in- 
creased.” 
Sabath complained to OPA Ad- 
-M™inistrator Prentiss M. Brown and 
to War Food Administrator Mar- 
vin Jones that restaurant prices 
were 50 to 75 cents higher per or- 
der than six months ago, “with 
portions reduced to at least 50 per 
cent.” 

A program of restaurant price 
control, Bowles said, “has been 
launched,” but the problem “offers 
very serious difficulties.” 

Citing a reduction of .8 per cent 
in the cost of living index in July 
from May, Bowles said an addi- 
tional .8 per cent is “already in ef- 
fect and will show up in Septem- 
ber when the report on the August 
cost of living is made public.” 

Both Jones and Brown have 
been invited by Chairman Fulmer 
(Dem.), South Carolina, of the 
House Agriculture Committee to 
outline to the committee on Sept. 
20 “a definite program ... con- 
cerning production, distribution 
and price fixing of the various 
crops that will be planted and har- 
vested between now and 0»next 
spring, as well as for the 12 months 
during 1944.” 

Fulmer said the committee and 
farmers “are anxious to ascertain 
the real facts as to just who from 
now on will have the definite pow- 
er in connection with production, 
distribution and price fixing of 
farm products.”

Louis Hero on His New Jo 
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Newspaper Advisory = — — — 
Group Makes Proposal 


—Advises Against 
Larger Reduction. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP).— 
An additional five per cent cut in 
newsprint usage for the fourth 
quarter of 1943 has been recom- 
mended by the Newspaper Indus- 
try Advisory Committee. 

In announcing the action today, 
the War Production Board said 
thig would mean a total cut of 15 
per cent since the start of the 
year, but the newspaper group's 
recommendation has not been 
translated into a decision because 
information is lacking on the 
newsprint tonnage to be delivered 
by Canada in the fourth quarter. 

Canada supplies 75 per cent of 
the print paper used by United 
States. publishers. 

The exact percentage of the 
fourth quarter cut therefore can 
not be determined at this time, 
WPB stated. The industry com- 
mittee advised against a larger 
percentage cut and urged only 5 
per cent, WPB said, because “it 
. felt the necessary tonnage could 
be taken out of inventories.” 

The committee also recommend- 
ed a reduction in the inventories 
of newsprint in publishers’ hands 
from 50 days to 40 days supply in 
the Northeast and Central regions, 
and from 75 to 65 days in the West 
and South, retroactive to Sept. 1. 
September delivery orders would 
have to be revised to conform. 

To tighten the granting of ad- 
ditional paper allotments through 
appeals to WPB, the committee 
recommended that the board grant 
no personal or telephone inter- 
views on appeal cases, and that 
all communications concerning ap- 
peals be “in writing and in writ- 
ing only.” 

This provision resulted from 
protests brought to yesterday's 
meeting of the Advisory Commit- 
tee with officials of WPB’s print- 
ing and publishing division in 
Washington. A group of publish- 
ers was understood to have com- 
plained that certain newspapers 
appeared to have received more 
than their share of newsprint 
through the old appeals procedure. 

The original print paper limita- 
tion order, effective Jan. 1, was 
expected to reduce consumption 
by 10 per cent, but actually only 
cut quotas by 5 per cent. A fur- 
ther cut ranging up to 5 per cent 
for larger papers was ordered 
July 1 for the third quarter.

INVASION OF ITALY LAUNCHES 


WHAT ALLIES 


HOPE WILL BE 


KILLER BLOW AGAINST HITLER 


New Foothold in Europe Comes More Than 
Three Years After Dunkerque — Long, 
Hard Road Still Ahead of Allies, but Nazis 
Have 11,000-Mile Frontier to Defend. 


By CARL CRANMER 
Associated Press Foreign News Staff. 


T last the Western Aliies are fighting again on the continent 
A« Europe. 


Two years and four months after the gallant British expe- 
ditionary force was thrust from Greece, four years to the day after 
Britain’s entry into the war, a British Army once more is locked in 
combat with Adolf Hitler's legions on the continent he claimed for 


his own. 


The spearhead of the invasion for which the world has waited 
so long is that battle-tested Eighth Army which turned back -the 
Nazi surge a* El Alamein, its high-water mark. Canadians fight 
alongside Gen. Montgomery’s British veterans, 


The announcement of the big 
push made no mention of the 
Eighth’s companion army, the 
American Seventh, now ranked its 
equal in skill and fighting quali- 
ties. This raises the possibility 
that today’s landing in Southern 
Italy may be only the first of a se- 
ries of thrusts at the bastions of 
Hitler’s Fortress Europe, to come 
soon in rapid succession, 

The British Empire and the 
United States have been building 
this blow for years and they ex- 
pect it to be the killer. 

This opens a new phase in the 
world’s most brutal, costly and de- 
structive war. 

These genera] background facts 
stand out. Hitler is caught in a 
merciless squeeze between the Red 
Army and the — — 
combination. 

While his lines are bending in 
the Ukraine before the relentless 
pounding of Stalin’s warriors he 
_ must now make major dispositions 
to meet the new onslaught from 
the south and the threat of others 
from the west. 

Whether the invasion of Italy 
satisfies Stalin’s demand for a sec- 
ond front remains to be seen, but 
the fact is that even before today 
the Nazi high command had been 
compelled to withdraw forces from 
the east. The steady Russian 
progress certainly is not impeded 
by this fact. - 

The score of the new campaign 
remains to be revealed but it is 
certain that its development will 
involve amphibious operations that 
will dwarf the previous landings 
in North Africa and Sicily. 

What the Allies have begun is 
an assatilt on an entire continent, 
well defended by a formidable, cen- 
tralized military and industrial 
power. . 

Hitler’s Long Frontier. 

Europe, a veritable hedgehog, is 
Inhabited by 300 million persons. 
The frontiers Hitler must defend 
total 11,000 miles. If his satellites 
' pemain loyal — of which there is 
much doubt—he may have 10 mil- 
lion men for its defense. 

To carry out an offensive against 
an objective of these proportions, 
the Western Allies had not an inch 
of solid ground in Europe on which 
to mass the millions of men and 
mountains of supplies needed for 
the attack. Now they are establish- 
ing their first beachhead. 

They start from scratch without 
even a battlefield to fight on. 

The scores of divisions and mil- 
lions of tons of material and ma- 
chines must be taken by sea and 
air to win their own battlefield. 

The ragged lines of crouching, 
running men which materialized 
out of the mists of the sea, the 
blood-curdling whine of hundreds 
of planes which clouded the sky, 
the clank of tanks and guns told 
the Germans that their conquest 
of a continent had been in vain. 


3 Years Since Dunkerque. 

They had driven the British into 
the sea at Dunkerque in June, 1940, 
more than three years ago. 

In less than two weeks, on June 
17, France sued for peace. The 
Germans had smashed what was 
believed before the war to be the 
greatest army in Europe. 

The next spring, on April 6, 1941, 
they had launched their amazing 
Balkan campaign, ripping through 
Yugoslavia and Greece, through 
the storied pass of Thermopylae, 
and thrown the Allies out of their 
last foothold in Europe. This cam- 


paign was concluded April 30; 

Previously, in the Norwegian in- 
vasion began April 9, 1940, the Ger- 
mans had laid secure hold in Scan- 
dinavia, isolating Sweden. 

All Europe was theirs and they 
set about organizing the “new or- 
der.” 

Now the Allies have come back, 
threatening to overrun them with 
overwhelming forces. 

Story of the Comeback. 

The story of the comeback will 
be written large in world history, 
a story largely of the fortitude of 
Winston Churchill, who braced his 
nation to endure blood, sweat and 
tears and held off the foe until 
aid and powerful allies were ranged 
at his side. 

The chronicle begins with the 
Battle of Britain in August and 
September of 1940 and on through 
that winter. It continues with 
the rash decisioh of Hitler to hurl 
his forces on Russia in expecta- 
tion of a quick 30 or 90. day vic- 
tory that would fortify him with 
industrial and agricultural re- 
sources for a long war with Brit- 
ain and the United States—who 
already had pledged a lend-lease 
arsenal to his defeat. 

To the side of the working alli- 
ance thus fortuituously created 
between Britain and Russia came 
the United States with the Jap- 
anese attack on Pearl Harbor on 
Dec. 7, 1941. 

The invasion which was launched 
today may have come several 
months ahead of the date the Al- 
lied command had scheduled. 

As the months of 1943 wore on 
with the British and Americans 
still fighting in North Africa and 
then joined by the Canadians in 
Sicily, it appeared that United 
Nations strategists were not: yet 
ready to risk an all-out assault on 
the fortifications with which Hit- 
ler had studded the coasts of Eu- 
rope. 

The strategy, it seemed, was to 
soften up Hitler’s industrial and 
transport machinery with devastat- 
ing air attack, and hit him with 
invasion at his weaker spots. 

The collapse of the Fascist 
regime of Benito Mussolini on 
July 25, only 15 days after the 
invasion of Sicily and less than 
a week after one bombing of Rome 
on July 19, revedied unexpected 
depth in the cracks of the Axis, 
however. 

It was then recalled that Prime 
Minister Churchill in an Armistice 
day statement in 1942 warned that 
preparations for attack on Ger- 
many “across the channel or the 
North Sea” take time. 

But he hinted that the Allies 
might strike on short notice— 
“should the enemy become demor- 
alized at any moment, the same 
careful preparations would not be 
needed. Risks would be run on 
a large scale.” 

Soon after the Mussolini debacle 
and indications of shaking Ger- 
man nerves as a result of the vir- 
tual destruction of Hamburg and 
many other German cities by 
bombing, Churchill and President 
Roosevelt held their momentous 
planning conference at Quebec 
in August with hundreds of their 
highest advisers. 

However German morale may 
be damaged by bombing, defeat on 
the Russian front and the general 
attrition of four years of war, a 
long road lies ahead of the Allied 
troops after they havé gained 


beachheads. 


Interpreting the War News 


ITALY INVASION NOT THE BIG SHOW

HE invasion of Italy is a 
T turtner heartening exhibition of 

already great and rapidly grow- 
ing Allied striking power, and we 
are warranted in having full con- 
fidence in the outcome. 

We shouldn't make the mistake, 
however, of pinning our expecta- 
tions too high on the assumption 
that this is the anxiously awaited 
Continental operation—the much 
debated “second front”—which one 
of these days in conjunction with 
the Russians most certainly will 
create the giant vise which will 
break Hitler’s bones. 

This is a big show, but it isn’t 
The Big Show. Indeed, it is em- 
phasized at Allied headquarters in 
North Africa that it isn’t the open- 
ing of a “second front” but just 
continuation of the campaign which 
was begun there and was continued 
with the conquest of Sicily. 

Invasion of Italy is a job which 


had to be done, and it will be im- 
mensely useful in many ways. Still 
I have a hunch that there are 
other things the Allies would 
rather be doing right now than 
cleaning up this peninsula which is 
merely an appendage of the conti- 
nent and cannot bring the western 
United Nations armies immediately 
to grips with the Nazi forces with- 
in Hitler’s European fortress. 

Indeed, it’s my suggestion that 
we keep one eye on the unfolding 
of the drama in Italy, and the 
other cocked in the direction of 
other possible invasion points. The 
Allies have more than this one 
trick in their bags. 

The invading forces swarmed 
ashore in lower Italy with the ex- 
pectation of encountering stiff re- 
sistance and, according to the Al- 
giers radio the British and Cana- 
dian troops of the Eighth Army— 
spearhead of the operation — al- 
ready have run into it. Most of

MARCUS ‘TOKEN,’ JAPS TO BE HIT 


SAYS ADMIRAL 


Air Operations Officer Pledges ‘Continuous 
Attacks’ Until Islands Are in Ashes—4- 
Way Assault Indicated.

The Sept. 1 raid on Marcus 
Island, only 1200 miles from 
Tokyo, hinted at mighty operations 
to come, and this portent has now 
been translated into plain words 
by V. Adm. John 8S. McCain, deputy 
chief of naval operations for air. 


“The attack on Marcus is only 
a token,” he said in a radio broad- 
cast last night. “Such blows will 
increase in tempo, in power and in 
fury until finally —for Japan — in 
continuous attack we lay waste in 
blood and ashes the home islands 
of this treacherous, brutal and 
savage people.” 


McCain reported that aircraft 
carrier plane strength is now 
double what it was at the start of 
the war, which would put it at 
about 1100 planes, and “is rapidly 
growing.” He added that sea and 
air forces are being co-ordinated 
in strength so great “that we 
eventually will sink the major part 
of Japan’s fleet.” 


“We are going to knock every 
fighting and bombing plane she 
has out of the air,” he said. “Our 
attacks on Japan herself will 
spearhead our ground forces ad- 
vance on Tokyo and the heart of 
the Nipponese empire.” 


The final go-ahead signal for 
the vast new offensive doubtless 
was given at the Quebec confer- 
ence last week, although President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill in their continuing meet- 
ings here may further review the 
general strategy designed to carry 
the war directly to Japan. 


Four Avenues of Attack. 
McCain’s emphasis on the im- 
portance of the Marcus raid, de- 
tails of which had not yet been re- 
leased by the Navy, was but the 
latest of a number of official dis- 
closures which began with an- 
nouncements at Quebec and which, 
taken together, suggest campaigns 
against the Japanese from four di- 
rections:

There 
were rumors of Count Dino Grandi in Spain, then 
on his way to America, perhaps to tunnel some es- 
cape for Italy from the confines of “unconditional | 
surrender.” Italian workers struck; Ciano sought 
haven; Badoglio stalled; we readied our armies— 
the crescendo rose to a pitch of impatience and 
snapped. 

Victor, Badoglio, futile guardians of the shell 
of Fascism, a hollow rod by which they ruled, 
must know this need not have happened. There is 
a gentleness in American hearts, a kindness in 
English ones, toward the Italian land, if not its 
misled nationhood. There is a respect for Italy’s 
past, a reverence for her beauty, an affection for 
the people that are unlistened to. 

School children and scholars and all who borrow 
books, men and women who have never left their 
shores, yet know the land as well as they know 
Paris. They have walked the straight streets of 
Turin, past the tall thin houses, to its sharpened 
dome; have wondered at the Alencon silhouette of 
Milan cathedral against a curtained sky; have paid 
a pagan worship to Diana in the Nemian grove, 
or tiptoed through St. Peter’s in quiet awe. 

Through Frazier or Merivale, Macaulay or the 
Brownings, through painters and poets and travelers 
who have made Italy live and shine in faraway 
minds, they know the Aurelian Wall, the Palatine 
ruins, the way one takes to the cave of the Cumaean 
Sybil. It is their last wish that these things should 
come to harm, or that the freedom-seeking, once 
gay, so long oppressed people who live among them 
should see their land become a bloody battleground. 

It is Badoglio and the Httle King who made the 
choice. They would not, could not hear the voice of 
reason, from either their own people or the Allied 
leaders. 

Now our wheels and boots and tank-tracks mark 
the Continent for the first time since Dieppe. Now, 
with regret, but with firmness, we invade. 
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THE PRIME MINISTER FISHES. 

President Roosevelt did everyone a good turn 
when he persuaded Prime Minister Churchill to pick 
up a fishing rod again. The loss from Quebec’s 
streams, a meagre fish or two—we say “meagre,” 
well knowing how hard it is for great men to be 
great fishermen—will be the world’s gain. Every 
head of state ought to fish, and he will be the better 
head of state for it. 

There is simply something about fishing. Some- 
thing?—evyerything. Whether a fish is taken from 
the transparent black, white-riffled waters of a 
mountain brook, or from the deep blue river that 
flows as the Guif Stream through the blue-green 
ocean, every quivering of the rod, every breaking 
of the water, every landing puts a man in love with 
living. 

That’s the sort of man a nation needs to guide it. 
Mr. Churchill is that sort of man already, but it is 
as true of the love of living as it is of all other 
wisdom that no one can ever have too much of it. 
Fishing cannot but do salubriously by Mr. Churchill 
—make good better, and better best. If it should 
be noticed that the Prime Minister breathes defiance 
with more sparks than usual, pales his own elo- 
quence, and puffs at his beloved cigar with height- 
ened ardor, there need be no speculation about the 
cause, 
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“Cabbage seed,” says a press release from OPA,

heads are the heads used to think up deep thoughts 
like that one. 
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REOPENING OF THE MELENDES CASE. 

In recalling the June term grand jury, Circuit 
Judge Ruddy has flung wide the door to reconsidera- 
tion of the bungled, fumbled Melendes case. This 
action was clearly called for, since it was obvious 
that the grand jury, which reported it had been 
unable to find grounds for an indictment, had mis- 
interpreted expert medical evidence on the question 
of whether the death of the Mexican waiter in a 
police cell was caused by violence. 

Judge Ruddy’s wise decision to instruct the grand 
jury to summon those who had made public state- 
ments implying misinterpretation by the investigat- 
ing body, under guidance of.the Circuit Attorney, 
should show whether the jury “left any stone un- 
turned” in its inquiry in July. 

To have dropped this notorious case in the stage 
at which it was left by the grand jury’s report a 
month ago would have created the indelible impres- 
sion on public opinion that a grave miscarriage of 
justice had occurred. Even with the evidence avail- 


» 


able at that time, the grand jury report was most 
unsatisfactory. Considering the new developments 
since then, notably the devastating statements of 
five eminent pathologists, as published in the 
Post-Dispatch, there is a crying need for an all- 
out inquiry into the whole affair. 

The inquiry, now reopened on the sound judg- 
|} ment of Judge Ruddy, should be so searching as to 
settle once and for all the burning question, “Who 
killed Edward Melendes?” 
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AN UNJUSTIFIABLE STRIKE AT CURTISS-WRIGHT. 


War production at the Curtiss-Wright plant is 
being threatened by a strike of welders, the first 
strike precipitated in St. Louis under the terms of 
the Connally-Smith “antistrike” law. The trouble 


jurisdictional strike. It is that most indefensible 
kind of jurisdictional strike,.one called in spite of 
the fact that the rightful bargaining agent has been 
determined in accordance with law, and a contract 
has been signed between the bargaining agent and 
the company. . 

There now comes between the two parties to the 
contract a mischievous provision of the Connally- 
Smith Act which, in practice, sets law against law. 
The Connally-Smith provision tacitly says that em- 
ployes who are legally bound by an NLRB election 
and a contract need not consider themselves bound 
in either respect, but may—provided they file notice, 
win an election, and wait 30 days—strike to nullify 
their lawful obligations. Under a ruling by Attor- 
ney General Francis Biddle, a minority as well as 
a majority can set the machinery of the Connally- 
Smith Act in motion for a strike vote. 

This is what has happened at Curtiss-Wright in 
St. Louis, exactly as it has happened at the Allis- 
Chalmers plant in Springfield, Ill., The 30-day 
waiting period at Curtiss-Wright has run its course 
and some 100 welders have in consequence walked 
out, in defiance of the Wagner Act, in defiance of 
the WLB, which upheld the NLRB election, and in 
‘defiance of the laws of contract—but with the bless- 
ing of the Connally-Smith Act. 

Congress should amend the Connally-Smith Act 
to put an end to this back-door blessing of unlawful 
and irresponsible strikes. It should do so promptly 
on its reconvening Sept. 14. Meanwhile,-the strik- 
ers at Curtiss-Wright, and labor unionists through- 
out the land, would serve their own cause by show- 
ing more common sense, more responsibility and 
more restraint than the how-to-strike clause of the 
“antistrike” law seems to demand of them or of 
itself. 


An inspiring example of democracy in action has 
just been given at a garage in Des Moines. There, 
two American citizens of Japanese ancestry, ob- 
tained from a war relocation center, were put to 
work among 15 other employes. 

After a few days objections were heard. A. B. 
Chambers, the employer, evidently a man of extraor- 
dinary good sense, put it up to his employes to de 
cide. It was a splendid idea, and had splendid re- 
sults, The men voted 18 to 2 to have the new men 
stay. Mr. Chambers said their general attitude was 
that these Americans of Japanese ancestry are 
“American citizens who have become victims of cir- 
cumstances.” 

It is a general attitude that can be commended to 
every American, whatever his ancestry. After all 
possible care has been taken to separate the loyal 
Americans from the enemy alien Japanese, we need 
to show the real citizens of our country our trust.

GOV. DONNELL CARRIES THE BALL. 

The-bold action of Gov. Donnell—in sailing around 
the Legislature by authorizing the State Social Se- 
-curity Commission to distribute funds to the needy 
this month at a rate greater than that established in 
the commission’s biennial budget—should provide the 
whack needed to bring the law-makers back to their 
senses with respect to the social security program. 

If in the past the Governor has been more inclined 
to fiddle-faddle than derring-do, his straight-to-the- 
point step yesterday should be all the more a matter 
to be taken to heart by the General Assembly, which 
had, in the regular session just ended, ignored his 
pleas for additional funds for social security. 

What he did in authorizing an extra-budgetary 
expenditure of $135,000 this month was to avert a 
14 per cent reduction: in aid to dependent children, 
make possible a supplemental allotment which will 
increase the average direct relief payment for the 
month from $7 to $11 and enable increases in sala- 
ries of most of the commission’s 1400 employes to 
prevent continuance of the rapid turnover. 

Although he did not discuss the policy beyond 
this month, it is considered likely the new plan will 
be continued until the biennial funds are exhausted. 
Obviously, the Legislature will have to be recalled 
in special session to vote the additional funds, some 
two million dollars in the 69-million-dollar social 
security program, which it had stubbornly refused 
the Governor and the commission. 

Now is the time for the legislators to begin think- 
ing about a change of heart.

LONDON. 


O one I have met in Britain doubts for 
N: moment the value of conferences, like 

that just ended at Quebec, but I find 
an increasing skepticism at the twofold 
failure, first, to build a coherent organiza- 
tion for discussion among the United Na- 
tions, second, to arrive at a full, unmistak- 
able agreement with the Soviet Union. 


Both have elements of real disturbance. 
The first works too much like a joint head- 
mastership by Britain and America over 
assistant masters like France, Poland, Hol- 
land, Belgium and Czechoslovakia, who 
learn what is to be done only after a deci- 
sion is taken. A Frenchman of rea! distinc- 
tion said to me this week that it was hard 
enough to be a third-rate power without 
being told so on every occasion when the 
Prime Minister meets Roosevelt. 


Any abyss separating Britain and Ameri- 
ca from the Soviet Union is a matter of 
grave urgency to which we ought not blind 
ourselves, 


A Great Schism Is Obvious. 


The abyss between the Soviet Union and 
ourselves is wide. However much we explain 
away the recall of Litvinoff and Maisky to 
Moscow, the fact that they have been re- 
placed in Washington and London by rela- 
tively unimportant diplomats very definitely 
means that Stalin is not impressed by the 
plans for peace of Churchill and Roosevelt. 
The setting up of a free German committee 
in Moscow is difficult to interpret ex- 
cept as a perfectly deliberate dissociation 
by the Soviet Union from Anglo-American 
plans based on organizations like the Allied 
Miiltary Government, 


The precise emphasis with which Moscow 
explained that it had not even been invited 
to Quebec must have been one of the few 
recent rays of hope on Hitler’s dark horizon. 
Nor is it easy to be happy at the very 
different attitude taken to the French Na- 
tional Committee between London and 
Washington on the one hand and Moscow 
on the other, 


No doubt failure to reach an accord is 
partly due to the Soviet conviction that we 
ought to speed up our offensive, How far 
that view is justified no layman can hope to 
judge. I can only say that we are not en- 
titled, in the light of the burden Russian 
bears, to delay for one day action making 
possible an easing of that burden, and no- 
where is this more strongly felt than among 
the fighting forces in Britain. 


Lord Brabazon Cast a Shadow. 


Now and again an uncomfortable remem- 
brance of Lord Brabazon's speech crosses 
our minds; we wonder whether in London 
and Washington there are still men holding 
his unfortunate views. (Lord Brabazon, 
when he was Minister of Aircraft Produc- 
tion, was said to have expressed the hope 
that Russia and Germany would bleed each 
other white.) Now and again, also, echoes 
of business men’s dislike of the U. S. S. R. 
can be heard, and one gets from those 
echoes the unhappy sense that they may 
influence high quarters and produce strate- 
gic consequences, 


It is terribly important for us to remem- 
ber that in the years 1917 to 1941 there 
was built up in Russia a suspicion of the 
bona fides of the capitalist states which it 


is vital to dissipate. It is clear enough, in 


— 


the realm of military strategy, that it has 
not yet been dissipated. 


Postwar Views Are at Odds. 


But partly, and I think mainly, the fail- 
ure to reach an understanding is due to 
the fact that there is not, except verbally, 
the same vision of the postwar world in 
Moscow as in London and Washington. I 
do not for a moment suggest that it is our 
duty supinely to accept the kind of world 
to which Moscow looks forward. Obviously, 
there is room and need for discussion and 
accommodation. Obviously, also, there is 
no use pretending to ourselves that we can 
all settle down peacefully once the Axis 
is defeated. 


That is far from being the case. At the 
moment it is clear that Britain and America 
are inclined to think the European problem 
solved when the Fascist and Nazi leaders 
are overthrown. It is equally clear that the 
Soviet Union takes their overthrow for 
granted and believes it is then that the real 
problems begin. 

And to a Socialist observer it cannot but 
seem that there is far too much tenderness 
in London and Washington for Franco 
Spain, for an Italy under patronage of the 
Vatican, and for a Finland and Hungary 
not too dissimilar from what they were in 
1941; all of these seem to the Soviet Union 
elements from which a third World War 
may easily be compounded. 


Must Seek Terms of Accord. 


The mysterious alchemy of international 
politics, like-mindedness on fundamentals, 
is an elementary condition of peace. To 
find common terms between Churchill’s tra- 
ditional Britain and the America visualized 
by men like the attractive but outmoded 
President of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, Eric Johnston, is not a matter 
for hurried improvisation. It requires care- 
ful planning and will take a long time. 
John Curtin and Peter Fraser (Australian 
and New Zealand Prime Ministers, respec- 
tively) can find those terms; I suspect that 


Herbert Morrison (Hone Secretary) and 4 


Ernest Bevin (Labor Minister) could, too. 
But I am not yet convinced that either the 
President or Churchill understands the sig- 
nificance of the Soviet Union or the impact 
of the Russian revolution on the common 
man in Europe and Asia. 


I gay that with diffidence and respect, 
but I think it needs to be said. The time 
has come for the three main leaders to 
probe one another’s mind, noton that plane 
of congratulatory rhetoric which is so easy 
and so false, but on a plane which, first, 
enables decisions to be taken and, second, 
gives assurance that two or three decades 
from now public opinion in all three coun- 
tries will be behind those decisions, 


It was American isolationism on the one 
hand, and Franco-British divisions on the 
other, which gave Hitler his chance. We 
dare not repeat the mistake; for the next 
time it will really mean the end of all 
civilized living.

STAKES IN DEALING WITH RUSSIA. 


T is very necessary for Mr. 

Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt to 

make it plain and convincing 
that they are seeking a general 
agreement with Stalin.. But we 
shall be astonished and disappoint- 
ed at the delay only if we. fail to 
realize how great are the issues 
which need to be settled before a 
genuine oe - reached. 


The anon tae aking these 
public appeals to Stalin is that we 
have not only to expunge from 
our own minds the effects of Com- 
munist intrigue, but also to ex- 
punge from his mind the suspi- 
cions implanted by Western diplo- 
macy after 1918: the exclusion of 
Russia from the Versailles settle- 
ment, the Allied military interven- 
tion in the Russian civil war, the 
erection of the anti-Russian line 
of buffer states in 1919, the ex- 
clusion of Russia from the Munich 
settlement and many other actions 
which the Russians have regarded 
as signs of an inveterate hostility 
by the Western nations. 

There is no use pretending that 
we have started with confidence, 
the one in the other, and much re- 
mains to be done on both sides be- 
fore adequate confidence can exist. 

It is better to recognize this fact 
than to pretend that it does not 
exist. The Russians are now strong 
enough and we are now strong 
enough, too, to be candid and cool 
about our difficulties, and not to 
fall into feverish anxiety about the 
difficulties. There is much to be 
done, though much has already 
been done, to make it increasingly 
plain that we sincerely desire a 
substantial and enduring agree- 
ment.

Great Issues Involved. 

UT we have to agree not about 

obvious and little issues but 
about great issues—such as the fu- 
ture of Germany, the boundaries 
and alliances of Eastern Europe, 
the independence of Scandinavia, 
the position of resurrected France, 
and also about the status of East- 
ern Asia. Precisely because the 
problems are so pregnant and so 
substantial, we must not trivialize 
them by imagining that the three 
chiefs can get together, sit down 
at the same table, and charm one 
another into an agreement. 

If all that is at stake were the 
affirmation of our common desire 
to make war on our enemies such 
a meeting would be easy enough 
to arrange. It would, however, be 
in the main a bit of propaganda, 
impressive for the moment, soon 
forgotten in the impact of events. 
We do better, therefore, to accept 
the view expressed by Mr. Church- 
ill at Quebec, that the spectacular 
meeting with Stalin is to be 
brought about when the substance 
of an agreement has already been 
achieved by the diplomats. 

If we take this view,.we. shall 


then say that the meeting will 
mark the moment when we have 
made sure of winning not only the 
war but the peace. It will then 
-be, as in the nature of our rela- 
tions with Russia it must be, an 
historic and decisive event and not 
a propagandist maneuver. 

For in the largest and also in 
the deepest sense the winning of 
the peace is an operation in two 
stages: the’ first has been to con- 
sofidate the working partnership 
and community of the British na- 
tions and the American republics; 
the second is to reach a depend- 
able understanding between them 
and Russia about the settlement 
of Europe and Eastern Asia. If 
the Western community can reach 
this understanding with Russia, 
and reinforce it with the consent 
of our other allies, we shall have 
won the peace. For the solution 
of this problem makes soluble, 
without fear of a renewal of war, 
all the other problems which vex 


the nations.

Playing for Highest Stakes. 
E are playing, therefore, for 
the highest stakes, for the 
means to make sure that our 
enemies will not be able to make 
another bid for the conquest of 
the world, to make sure that we 
shall not set the stage for the di- 
vision of the United Nations into 
two or more hostile coalitions. 
The formation of an agreement 
with Russia is the deciding event 
in the formation of a reasonably 
stable postwar order. For if, and 
only if, London and Washington 
can agree with Moscow, can Ger- 
many be rendered harm! can 
the small nations be free and no 
longer pawns in the politics of 
power, can China have that chance 
to develop which she has so richly 
earned,

It is not in the mechanics of 
“collective security,” not in blue- 
prints of “co-operation” that we 
must look initially and fundamen- 
tally for the guaranty of a lasting 
peace. We must look for it first 
in the agreement between the 
Western community, which faces 
the Atlantic Ocean, and the great 
Russian staté which is the heart 
of the European continent. 
With that agreement, we shall 
have the substance of which col- 
lective security is the form and 
outward shape. Without that 
agreement, no agreement we write 
on paper documents will give any 
man the conviction that peace has 
in fact been established.

Therefore, let us approach these 
negotiations with Stalin conscious 
that we are shaping the historic 
future, not that we are making a 
spectacular gesture for the news- 
paper headlines.

SFBOND RETALL PRICE

The second weekly schedule of 
retail ceiling prices for eggs and 
certain fruits and vegetables in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, ef- 
fective for one week, beginning to- 
day, has been issued by the Office 
of Price Administration for the 
guidance of consumers. Poultry 


prices, which were not contained 
in the first such list, issued last 
week, were added to this week’s 
list. 

Prices quoted in. the weekly 
schedule are the highest legal 
prices that can be charged by 
small, independent stores,’ said 
William H. Bryan, district OPA 
director, adding that the OPA 
hopes to keep consumers informed 
on price fluctuations and urges 
buyers to report any violations to 
the price panel of the War Price 
and Rationing Boards of the city 
or county. 

Larger stores, Bryan said, may 
not charge more than their ceiling 
prices, even though the ceiling 
prices are lower than the prices 
quoted from week to*week. 

In the list issued today, it was 
noted that home grown potatoes, 
quoted last week at five pounds for 
22 cents, are to come down this 
week to five pounds for 12 cents, 
and onions, which last week were 
three pounds for 23 cents, are down 
this week to three pounds for 22 
cents.

CONTRASTS NAZI REIGN, 
ALLIED RULE OF LAW 


Attorney General for England 
Addresses St. Louis Bar, 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Heavy casualties and hard times 
lie ahead but the doom of the 
enemy is sealed, Sir Donald Somer- 
vell, Attorney General for Eng- 
land and Wales, said in an inter 
view today on the fourth anniver- 
sary of Great Britain's declaration 
of war on Germany. 

“It was called a phony war,’” 
said Somervell, whose office win- 
dows were shattered in the blitz, 
“but there was nothing ‘phony’ 
about it after the fall of France. 
Now the tide has turned. ‘Uncondi- 
tional surrender’ is the sentiment 
throughout England—and that 
means the Japanese as wel as the 
Nazis.” 

Somervell, who addressed a joint 
luncheon of the Bar Association of 
St. Louis and the Chamber of Com- 
merce today at Hotel Jefferson on 
wartime legal problems, contrasted 
“the reign of terror under the Nazi 
regime and the rule of law under 
ours.” 

Negation of Justice. 

“The Nazis are now retreating 
not according to plan,” he said, 
“and the judges and lawyers have 
been told where they get off. Hit- 
ler has obtained from the Reichs- 
tag the right to remove any judge 
who does not do his duty according 
to Hitler’s judgment. There could 
not be a more complete negation of 
principles of justice which to us 
are the basis of civilized life.” 

Somervell, who came to this 
country to address the American 
Bar Association last week, pointed 
out that while emergency war- 
time controls were necessary, the 
inherent liberty of the individual 
was safeguarded .nd that any ac- 
tion of the government in England 
was subject to discussion on the 


floor of Parliament. 

As a member of Parliament he 
aided in the enactment of such 
wartime measures as the War 
Damage bill, which authorizes com- 
pensation to those whose homes 
were destroyed by enemy bombs; 
the Liabilities bill, which protect- 
ed business men financially ruined 
because of war conditions, and the 
Visiting Forces bill which con- 
ferred on United States authori- 
ties jurisdiction of American sol- 
diers in Britain, to the exclusion 
of the British courts. 

Effect of Blitz on Business. 

“During the time of the blitz in 
1940,” he said, “many neighbor- 
hood merchants and other business 
men were deprived of their liveli- 
hoods when most of their custom- 
ers were evacuated to rural areas. 
The Liabilities bill provided for a 
reasonable adjustment of their lia- 
bilities, in effect, a moratorium. 
But I am glad to say that their 
customers are back home; the 
problem is disappearing. 

“It used to be that lawyers and 
some other professional men in 
both countries would know one an- 
other,” he said, “but now one of 


our Birmingham mechanics rubs 
elbows with one of your mechanics 
from Birmingham, Ala. All of us 
are together. It is a fine and last- 
ing thing.” 

This morning Somervell visited 
Municipal Courts Building and 
Civil Courts Building, and at the 
latter sat on the bench with Judge 
William H. Killoren, who was hear- 
ing motions for alimony in Court 
of Domestic Relations. 

After attending a session of Po- 
lice Court before Judge Joseph B. 
Catanzaro, Somervell told reporters 
he was impressed bythe “ex- 
peditiousness, the fairness and 
humanity” of the court.

War Manpower Commission 
Regards Non-Farm House- 
wives Best Supply Source. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP).—! 
The War Manpower Commission| 
said yesterday that about 900,000| 
more women must be recruited for| 
the nation’s labor forces by July, 
of next year. This would bring; 
the number of feminine workers in| 
civilian and war 
precedented high of 18,000,000. 

About 17,100,000 women are work- 
ing today, as compared with 14, 
100,000 a year ago and 10,800,000 in 
1940. 

Outlining the task of finding 
hundreds of thousands more, WMC 
acknowledged that “the recruit- 
ment job assumes tremendous pro- 
portions.” Curtailment in non- 
war industries, it said, will yield 
no more than 400,000 year-round 
woman workers by July. 

The most readily available 
group from which to obtain the 
rest consists of non-farm house- 
wives between the ages of 20 and

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group numbered about 5,600,000 in 
April of this year. 

The problem is complicated, the 
commission said, by the number of 
women who enter and then leave 
the labor market.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. — To- 
day’s issue of the United Mine 
Workers'Journal, official organ of 


John L. Lewis’ union, excoriates 
the recent executive order of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt providing for “sanc- 
tions” against unions defying the 
War Labor Board and calls on 
labor leaders to “assert themselves 
and unite their endeavors to over- 
throw this Fascist approach of 
control of our industrial relations.” 

The miners’ biast against the 
President and the War Labor 
Board is carried in a large-type 
editorial filling the first page of 
the Journal. : 

Labor is declared to have been 
placed by the administration in 
“an over-all jacket that automati- 
cally singes, tortures, burns and 
torments and is capable of gen- 
erating complete electrocution.” 

The “new dress” for labor, the 
editorial asserts, was “patterned 
in Congress by the expert de 
signers of the Smith,Connally- 
Harness War Labor Disputes Act.” 
It is the President and the WLB, 
however, against whom the wrath 
of the miners is mainly directed. 

“Tailored by the WLB.” 

The “lines and curbs” of the 
dress, the editorial says, were “tail- 
ored b ythe WLB,” and then the 
President went outside the bounds 
of the Smith-Connally act with his 
order empowering his agencies “to 
stop the payment of union dues 
and virtually take over and de- 
stroy trades unions.” 

The President’s order of Aug. 16 
is denounced as “the product of 
an interpretation, of an  over- 
abundance of synthetic, extra-legal 
elasticity breathed into the War 
Labor Disputes Act by which the 
original design is stretched to 
make the strait jacket labor curb 
complete in every detail.” 

“The new dress strait jacket,” 
the editorial continues, “curbs the 
shape and form of labor’s eco- 
nomic hopes and aspirations to the 
slimmest proportions in American 
history. The big question is,, will 
it become permanent? The de- 


signers are attempting to soothe| | 


American labor by  ~sserting that 

the new dress strait jacket is only 

for the duration of the war. 
Approach.’ 

“If the majority of labor lead- 
ers continue to follow the one-way 
trail leading to a crumb trough 
terminus, American labor will 
leave all hope behind it. 

“Verily, if we Americans are 
to escape the much talked about 
and despised Fascist restrictions, 
then labor leaders must assert 
themselves and unite their en- 
deavors to overthrow this Fascist 
approach of contro] of our indus- 
trial relations. 

“Wishbones won't turn the trick.

‘ALMOST LOOKS’ AS IF FIGHTER 
HAS BEEN BESTED BY FORTRESS 


LOUNDON, Sept. 3 (AP).—Brit- 
ish Air Chief Marshal Sir Philip 
Joubert said last night that “it 
almosi looks as though the Fort- 
ress type of bomber ha: defeated 
the contemporary fighter.”

‘LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP). — Al- 
though the diplomatic correspon- 
dent of the Evening Standard 
wrote yesterday that Generalissimo 
Franco gave verbal assufance re- 
cently to Sir Samuel Hoare, Brit- 
ish Ambassador to Spain, that the 
Spanish “Blue” division would be 
withdrawn from the Russian 
front, a DNB broadcast from Ber- 
lin said a battalion of more than 
1000 Spanish volunteers arrived re- 
cently at the French frontier en 
route to the Eastern Front.

WAR LOAN DRIVE 


Civil Defense . Workers 
Will Seek to Obtain a 
Bond Subscription From 


Every House. 


More than 9000 Civilian Defense 
war block service workers will 
visit St. Louis homes during the 
Third War Loan Drive in an ef- 
fort to obtain a bond subscription 
from every home in the city, W. 
C. Connett, general chairman, an- 
nounced today. The drive will be- 
gin next Thursday. 

The effort to reach every house- 
holder in the city during the drive 
to subscribe more than 180 million 
dollars in bonds, Connett added, is 
modeled after a plan used suc- 
cessfully in St. Paul during the 
last war loan campaign, in which 
87,000 subscriptions were received 
in the city, which has about 83,000 
homes. 

During the successful Second 
War Loan Drive here, Connett con- 
tinued, about 90,000 sales were 
made. He estimated there are 250,- 
. 000 homes in the city. 

Will Set “Roll Call Day.” 

As part of the house-to-house 
drive planned, Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann has been asked to pro- 
claim a “roll call day” in which 
householders will display stickers 
showing they have purchased an 
extra bond. 

In St. Paul, 99 per cent of the 
homes were reported to have dis- 
played stickers and competition be- 
tween blocks was said to have 
been exceptionally keen. 

A sticker will be given for each 
war bond purchase, Connett said. 
The Stickers will bear in blue the 
words: “I have bought an extra 
bond.” A large red “X” also will 
be imprinted on the _ four-inch 
square, white sticker. ' 

The reason for use of block serv- 
ice workers, Connett added, is that 
they will be more familiar with 
the backgrounds of the residents 
in their neighborhoods, than a 
corps of high pressure salesmen 
would be. 

The Treasury Department has 
asked that the new drive be di- 
rected toward individual purchas- 
ers rather than corporations and 
banking institutions, Connett add- 
ed, as bank purchases are consid- 
ered inflationary. Individual bond 
purchases which will curtail other 
personal purchases, also would help 
to control inflation by curtailing 
spending, he added. 

Will Inspect Sticker Display. 

Sept. 26 tentatively has been set 
es “roll call day,” at which time 
a committee of civic leaders will 
inspect the display of stickers in 
homes throughout the city. 

Solicitors will not.be required to 
handle any money. They will carry 
subscription blanks on which pur- 
chasers may authorize a bank with 
which they have an account to 
make a deduction from their ac- 
count for payment of the bond. If 
the purchaser does not have a 
bank account, he may authorize a 
bank to obtain the bond for him, 
to be paid for upon its receipt by 
him, Connett explained. 

Securities offered for sale are 
essentially the same as those sold 
last April, with an emphasis on 
Series E Savings Bonds issued in 
smaller denominations and sold at 
75 per cent of the maturity value 
they attain in 10 years. Bonds of 
larger denominations and _ short- 
term tax savings bonds also will 
be sold during this drive. 


$7,406,350 in War Bonds Sold in 
District Last Week. 

Sales of Series E, F and G bonds 
in the Eighth Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict for the week ending yester- 
day totaled $7,406,350, it was an- 
nounced today by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank. This included about 
$343,000 received from the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. 

The savings bond unit of the 
Postoffice reported total sales of 
$187,575 worth of bonds and $75,065 
in stamps in the St. Louis area for 
the week ending Wednesday, Bond 
sales at the Little White House, in- 
cluded in the totals, were $29,981, 
and stamp sales $3450. Other post- 
offices in the eastern section of 
Missouri disposed of $62,927 in 
bonds and $7335 in stamps.

SALES TWO MONTHS 


105,099 ~- Pound Shortage 
Found—Had Left Brother 
in Charge of Business. 


BOSTON, Sept. 3 (AP).—Laur- 
ans Bros. Inc. New Bedford 
wholesale grocery firm, whose vice- 
president is chief of processed 
foods in the food rationing section 
of the Office of Price Administra- 
tion wholesale division in Wash- 


ington, today was prohibited from 
dealing in sugar for two months 
and was placed on probation for 
an additional six months by an 
OPA hearing commissioner after 
he heard evidence of a 105,099- 
pound shortage in the firm’s sugar 
inventory. 

Vice-President William Laurans, 
who has been employed in his 
Washington post since the fall of 
1941, was quoted by OPA investi- 
gators as explaining that due to 
pressure of his other duties in 
Washington he had turned over 
the management of the corpora- 
tion to his brother, Joseph. Laur- 
ans said that part of the shortage 
was attributable to breaking in 
handling and repacking the sugar, 
and that some of the loss was 
caused by carelessness of em- 
ployes, pointing out that competent 
and experienced help was difficult 
to obtain. 

In his decision, Chief OPA ‘Hear- 
ing Commissioner Arthur L 
Brown said he had been unable to 
find “any evidence of an inten- 
tional, wilful and deliberate viola- 
tion on the part of the respondent,” 
but that nevertheless: “The ines- 
capable conclusion from the facts 
disclosed in this proceeding is that 
there has been an illegal transfer 
of substantial amounts of sugar 
by the respondent’s employes for 
whom it, as the custodian of a ra- 
tioned commodity, is legally re- 
sponsible.”

Tells Cattlemen’s Conference 
New Yorkers Would Pay 
6-Cent Legal Increase. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. Sept. 3 
(AP).—-Mayor F. H. LaGuardia, 
speaking to 1500 Western cattle- 
men yesterday, indorsed higher leg- 
gal meat prices for his seven mil- 
lion New York constituents. 

He seconded the proposal of 


Harry Coffee, president of the 
Omaha stockyards, that meat 
prices, recently reduced by the Of- 
fice of Price Administration, be in- 
creased at a cost of 6 cents a 
pound to the consumer, 

“If we thought we could get our 
meat within 6 cents of the author- 
ized rolled-back price,” LaGuardia 
told the meeting called to consider 
the problems of meat and feed pro- 
ducers, “I'd sign up right now for 
you for al] the meat our seven mil- 
lion people could eat.” 

Producers and feeders from 27 
states attended the one-day confer- 
ence and wound up voting resolu- 
tions asking for adoption of the 
industry’s proposed meat-manage- 
ment plan and seeking the aid of 
Congressmen who attended. 

The plan, speakers said, would 
regulate demand by flexible, sliding 
ration point values, disposing of 
the need for retail price ceilings 
and slaughter quotas. (Slaughter 
quotas were suspended Wednesday 
until Oct, 31 by the War Food Ad- 
ministration.) 

Invited to speak after a day of 
questioning and listening, LaGuar- 
dia conceded forthwith the right 
of the meat producer to what he 
is asking. 

“We in New York know that if 
you men can’t produce, we don’t 
eat. Our problem back there in- 
volves prices that you don’t even 
get a shot at. We can’t buy a piece 
of meat in New York at ceiling 
prices.” : 

He said he was using the city’s 
authority to enforce regulations 
against “black market chiselers,” 
but added: “I haven’t enough men 
and the OPA hasn’t enough men.”

Pacific fleet has now accumulated 
sufficient ships and planes to ven- 
ture deep into enemy-dominated 
waters. Unlesg the Japanese fleet, 
by some action more bold and suc- 
cessful than any in recent months, 
is able to re-establish its suprem- 
acy in those waters, the main Jap- 
anese islands are highly vulner- 
able. 

This vulnerability extends not 
only to American forces operating 
from Hawaii, but also to those in 
the Aleutians. With evacuation of 
Kiska Island by the enemy, Amer- 
ican forces in the Aleutians came 
into undisputed possession of a 
North Pacific island bridge 
stretching to within 9800 statute 
miles of Japan’s northern defenses 
in the Kuriles. 

Three air raids already have 
been announced against the north- 
ernmost of these positions on Para- 
mushiro Island and others are 
scheduled with increasing fre- 
quency as our Aleutian bases, par- 

- ticularly on Kiska and Attu, are 
consolidated and reinforced. 

That they will be made into pow- 
erful offensive positions was indi- 
cated yesterday by Acting Secre- 
tary of War John J. McCloy, who 
has just returned from the Aleu- 
tians. He said he had been great- 
ly impressed by what he saw of 
the islands and their “capacities 
and possibilities.”

In the 
North of the peninsula, however, 
the Germans are reported to be 
holding the line of the Po River 
in strength, and likely have de- 
fensive positions south of there, 
as well, 

One of the most important and 
interesting operations in connec- 
tion with the invasion was the 
Allied bombing of the bridges in 
the Brenner Pass area, the great 
gateway through the Alps into 
Italy from Germany. This has 
been the main invasion route into 
Italy from the North through the 
centuries, Its railway and high- 
way have provided the thorough- 
fare for Axis transport and a crip- 
pling of this communication would 
be a calamity for the Germans, 

One of the main assets the Allies 
will acquire by overrunning Italy 
will be air bases in the north from 
which they can extend their bomb- 
ing-of the eastern part of the 
Reich and occupied territories. 
Another great prize would be the 
acquisition of the Italian Navy— 
greatly whittled down through 
years of war but still containing 
many useful warships. There is 
hope that the fleet may be taken 
over intact. 

Of course, knocking Italy out of 
the war represents an immense 
gain, but the country already is 
virtually impotent fromthe stand- 
point of offensive warfare. Thus 
the invasion represents a mopping 
up process. Still, this will have its 
moral effect and will further 
weaken the Axis grip on the 
Balkans. ‘When we have driven 
the Nazis out of Northern Italy, 
we also shall have gained a bridge- 
head of sorts from which we could 
move into Southern France and the 
Balkans, . 

We shall have to take the bitter 
with the sweet, though. Among 
the liabilities we shall acquire jf 
we overrun all Italy will be the 
necessity of putting a force of 
several hundred thousand men into 
the country for garrison duty. The 
Allies also will have to help feed 
40 million hungry Italian mouths, 
and find the cargo vessels on which 
to move supplies to the little 
country.

WATER TO SICILY

portable purifying unit. This con- 
sists of a motorized pump, a sand 
filter, chlorinating machine and a 
collapsible -3000-gallon canvas tank 
which stands about shoulder-high 
when put up. 

Purified water is pumped into 
this canvas tank. Then all day 
and all night vehicles of the regi- 
ment from miles around line up 
and fill their cans, tanks and mo- 
tors by a hose out of this tank. 

Painted signs saying, “Water 
Point,” with an arrow pointing the 
direction are staked along the 
roads for miles around, 

‘The sources of our water in 
Sicily were mainly wells, mountain 
springs, little streams, shell craters 
and irrigated ditches. 

The engineers of. the 45th Divi- 
sion found one shell crater that 
contained a broken town water 
main, and the seepage into this 
crater provided water for days. 
They also discovered some of 
Sicily’s dry riverbeds had under- 
ground streams flowing beneath 
and by drilling down a few feet 
they could pump all they needed. 

Another time they put pumps 
into a tiny little irrigation ditch 
only four inches deep and a foot 
wide. You wouldn’t think it would 
furnish enough water for a mule, 


Jyet it kept flowing and carried’ 


them safely through. 

In their municipal water sys- 
tems the Sicilians use everything 
from modern 20-inch cast iron pipe 
down to primitive earthen aque- 
ducts still there from the Roman 
days. 

Our engineers made it a practice 
not to tap the local water supplies. 
We made a good many friends 
that way for the Sicilians said 
the Germans used no such deli- 
cacy. In fact we leaned over the 
other way, and furnished water to 
scores of thousands of Sicilians 
whose water supply had been shat- 
tered by bombing. 
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Water Is Purified. 
T DOESN'T make much differ- 
| ence what shape the water is 


in when you find it for it is 
pumped through the filter machine 
which. takes out the sediment. 
Then purifying substances are shot 
in as it passes through the pumps. 
The chlorine we inject comes in 
powder form in one-gallon cans. 
We usually use one part of chlor- 
ine to a million parts of water. 

The 45th’s engineers brought 
with them enough chlorine to last 
six months. In addition, chlorine 
alum, and soda ash is injected in 
the water. After you've drunk this 
water for as long as we have you 
don’t notice the odd taste. 

The 45th brought six complete 
water purifying units with it and 
also brought a unit for distilling 
drinking water out of sea water 
but this never had to be used. 

Whep he marches, or goes into 
battle, an infantryman carries two 
canteens instead of one, but here 
in the hot summer it isn’t unusual 


canteens tied to the end of a 
leather strap like a bunch of 
grapes—half his canteens being 
captured Italian ones covered with 
gray felt for keeping the water 
cool, 

And, I might add out of the side 
of my mouth, if you got real nosy 
you might discover that a couple 
of those canteens, instead of hold- 
ing our beautiful pure water, were 
bearing a strange red fluid knewn 
colloquially as “vino” to be used, 


no doubt, for rubbing on flea bites.

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IN THE country it is different. The source of 
water is, generally, close at hand. You can watch 
the flow of a spring, even though it comes from 
a source so deep that it is affected only by the 
cycles of wet and dry years, or by the general 
lowering of the water table which occurs when 
we farm the land too intensively. This lowering 
of the water table, by the way, has become an 
extremely serious problem in many parts of 
America. If your country water supply is from 
a cistern, you are directly dependent upon rainfall 
and must govern your use of water accordingly. 
Even deep wells depend to an extent upon rain- 
fall and the natural water level.

half cup of sugar in three’ layers 
to each quart, ending with ‘sugar, 
Press the apples down firmly with- 
out mashing or bruising and seal 
immediately with scalded lids. 


Very firm apples will need 35 
minutes of water bath processing, 
otherwise 25 minutes is sufficient. 
It certainly was amazing to me, 
that the juice from the apples 
quite filled the jars, after the 

rocessing. This way should be 

est for preserving all the fine fia- 
vor and healthfulness of delicious 
apples. 
ld-fashioned cider apple butter 
is a fine bread and sandwich 
spread, especially important these 
days when butter rates such high 
point value. Here's the recipe: 
One quart apple cider, four quarts 
pared, cored and sliced apples, two 
cups sugar, one teaspoon each of 
ground allspice and cinnamon, 
Bojl the sweet cider in an uncov- 
ered pan until it is reduced to one- 
half the original quantity, While 
it boile-you can prepare the ap- 
ples, cutting them into quite small 
pieces and putting them through 
a coarse meat grinder after they 
are pared and cored, Add the ap- 
ples to the cider and continue the 
cooking, stirring frequently to pre- 
vent scorching. When the mixture 
begins to thicken, add the sugar 
and spices and stir almost con- 
stantly “until the butter is thick. 
Pour it into hot, sterilised glasses, 
and seal immediately with ster- 
ilized lids. —

Golden-colored apple preserves 
are delicious. For about six half- 
pint jars use: one medium orange, 
five cups water, two quarts pre- 
pared apples, four and one-half 
cups sugar, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth cup lemon juice. We 
start with the orange, wash it and 
cut into eighths, removing the 
seeds and coarse membrane. Blice 
it in thin crosswise pieces and put 
them on to boil with two and one- 
half cups of water in a small cov- 
ered saucepan. While the orange 
slices are cooking until tender 
(takes about 25 minutes) wash, 
pare and core the apples and cut 
them into even 
for the two quarts of apples called 
for in the recipe, and then put 
them on to boil slowly in a covered 
pan with and one-half cups of 
water. When the apples are almost 
tender, add the orange, sugar, salt 
and continue the simmering for 
25 minutes. Then add the lemon 
juice, simmer for three minutes or 
until apples are clear and _ the 
juice or sirup “sheets” from a 
spoon. Tilt the kettle occasionally 
instead of stirring, as the apples 
cook; it prevents scorching and 
tenda to = the apples more 

kim and pour the pre

Pear and apple conserve or jam 
is a fine combination of the two 
fruits that are easiest to buy this 
year. Use one pint of peeled, 
cofed and diced hard pears; one 
pint peeled, cored and diced firm 
apples; grated rind and juice of 
one femon, and three cups of su- 
gar. Put all of the ingredients 
into a saucepan or preserving ket- 
tle and let them cook rather quick- 
ly. Stir constantly until the sugar 
is dissolved and octasionally tilt 
the kettle or stir afterwards to pre- 
vent scorching. When the conserve 
is thick and clear, skim ‘and pour 
it at once into hot, sterilized jars 
and seal.

It was a close decision—but East 
found the right answer. He care- 
fully reviewed the bidding that had 
taken place, paying particular at- 
tention to South’s call of four dia- 
monds over North’s three hearts. 
South had been shown to have no 
better than the ace and jack in 
the spade suit, no honor in hearts, 
and none in clubs. Would he, 
then, have bid four and five dia- 
monds (East asked himself), if 
his diamond suit had been no bet- 
ter than A-K-x-x-x? East felt that 
the answer to this was a decided 
“No.” 

On tHat shrewd reasoning, East 
returned a low club and declarer 
was helpless to avert defeat. If 
he ruffed high, West's nine would 
be promoted to a sure trick; on 
his actual ruff with the eight spot, 
West overruffed immediately. 

Obviously, South could have ful- 
filled his contract by finessing 
successfully against the trump 
queen and conceding a diamond 
trick, but: he didn’t have our ad- 
vantage of knowing’ the positions 
of spades, including the queen.

The following exclusive report 
has been received by wireless from 
New Zealand, Mrs. Roosevelt on 
this trip is traveling as a repte- 
sentative of the American Red 
Cross.

E had ——— on the train 
Wen morning and were 

allowed just time enough to 
leave our bags at the Officers’ 
Club in the Grand Hotel, before 
we started at 8:35 to visit a United 
States naval mobile hospital. This 
hospital has the kind of record 
which makes us proud of our effi- 
ciency, and so I am going to give 
you its history. 

On June 9, 1942, it left New 
York and on July 11, 1942, it ar- 
rived in Wellington, New Zealand. 
On July 19, 1942, it arrived at 
Auckland and on July 20 construc- 
tion began. By Aug. 16 they had 
completed more than 40 buildings 
to house 250 members of the staff 
and personnel and 380 patients, 
with all facilities for feeding. I 
should explain here that some 
buildings were brought with the 
unit but many of local construc- 
tion have been added since. New 
Zealand workmen worked very 
hard, but even the doctors took a 
hammer in hand, because our men 
were going into Guadalcanal and 
this was the second hospital in this 
area and had to be ready to care 
for our wounded. 

x * 

On August 20th, 366 severe bat- 
tle casualties were received from 
the first naval battle for Guadal- 
canal. From that day to August 
20th, 1943, this hospital has han- 
died over 15,000 patients with only 
18 deaths. The present normal ca- 
pacity of the hospital is 1150, and 
in an emergency 1800. The admin- 
istration also controls 1160 beds for 
convalescents. Some of the con- 
valescents are housed at a race 
track under the spectator stands, 
and I know you would be as sur- 
prised as I was to see how com- 
fortable these quarters are. I need 
hardly say that when a race is run 
the boys have a wonderful day. 

Our party ate in the men’s mess 
at noon yesterday and the food 
seemed to me very good. They put 
fresh milk in large pitchers on all 
tables. This country has good rich 
milk, which our boys seem to ap- 
preciate. I am giving you here a 
sample of one of the day’s menus,

Breakfast consisted of assorted 
fruits, assorted dry cereals, eggs, 
creamed ham on toast, hash brown 
potatoes and hot biscuits. For 
dinner they had beef and vege- 
table broth, grilled steak and 
gravy, creamed whipped potatoes, 
Spanish string beans, creamed 
caulifiower, vegetable salad, as- 
sorted pie, diced cheese and ice 
cream. The supper menu had pep- 
per pot soup, braised lamb cubes 
with gravy, cranberry sauce, lima 
beans, chopped silver beets, wilted 
lettuce, salad, jelly and whipped 
cream. You will agree, I am sure, 
that on such a diet any patient 
should put on weight.

At 12:30, a civic reception was 
held in town hall. These gatherings 
are very impressive and fill me 
with awe, for the mere presence of 
so many people is evidence that 
they, honor not an individual but 
a country and its elected ruler.

To Stockings

EARN to shop wisely when 
L purchasing your hose and they 
will give you better service. 

Stockings this year are limited 
to five colors in any one style. 
New regulations specify that they 
must be reinforced in the foot and 
top to give extra wear and must 
have a stipulated number of rows 
of stitches in the leg to prevent 
skimpy construction. They must 
also carry identification so that 
the prospective buyer will know 
what she is getting. . 

* * * 

THE SHEERNESS of rayon 
stockings is expressed in terms of 
“denier.” It refers to the weight 
in grams of yarn. A 50-denier 
stocking is very sheer.| The 50, 
65 and 75 denier stockings are 
classed as sheer or semi-sheer, 
and are equivalent to the 2 and 
$-thread silks. The 100..denier is 
service weight and equivalent to 
a 5 or 6-thread silk. 


A pulled thread or snag in a 
stocking should be fixed at once, 
A run-stop liquid that can be 
bought in the ten cent store can be 
carried in the purse.
